WHEAT IS BEING 


HELD ON FARMS 


Kansas Growers Piling 


Grain on Ground For 


Higher Prices-. 


TOPEKA. Kas.. June 28—(TJ,P.) 


—Even though they have to pile 
the grain on the ground and may 
be forced to borrow money to buy 
groceries ns a result, Kansas farm- 
ers are holding their wheat for 
higher prices, according to a state- 
ment tonight by J. p. Jarrell, head 
of the agricultural department of 
the Santa Fe railroad. 


""Wheat in volume, considerably 
under that of ">29 but of better 
quality, has begun to move in train 
loads from Kansas. Oklahoma and 
Texas." Jarrell -Jd. 


"But more wheat than usual at 


the beginning of harvest is being 
held for a better market. 


"From half to two-thirds of xhe 


wheat which farmers in these states 
say they intend to hold will be 
piled upon the ground in the open. 
There is not much danger of dam- 
age to wheat so handled in the 
summer time, as there is but little 
rain, and that which comes runs 
off the wheat pile instead of soak- 
ing in."

could be treated at a hospital. 
Two policemen, the ambulance 


crew and neighbors attempted to 
carry Mrs. London to the street, but 
could not. The woman became ex- 
cited. 
"We can't have that," the ambu- 


lance surgeon cautioned. 
Then the emergency squad was 


called. 
They sawed away parts of the 


stairway raffing and eight of them 
carried Mrs. London to the ambu- 
lance in an improvised stretcher. 


Doctors at the hospital said their

Gov. 
Reed Again Asks 


Legge To Buy Wheat 


To Stabilize Market 


TOPEKA, Kas., June 28—(UP)— 


Renewing his demand that the fed- 
eral farm board buy 23.000,0000 
bushels of wheat to stabilize the 
market, Gov. Clyde M. Reed today 
sent another telegram, to Alexander 
Legge, chairman of the board. 


The farm board could bring the 
advance about, the governor said. 
The present price, he added, is 15 or 
20 cents below any price level justi- 
fied by present world conditions. 


A below normal wheat crop with- 
out any substantial old wheat on 
hand in Europe, reported black rust 
in the northwest spring wheat area, 
and deterioration of the Canadian 
crop production, the governor de- 
clared, indicate the present price is 
too low. A slow movement of wheat 
of the new crop to market will have 
a beneficial effect on prices, the 
governor said.

A "grudge" between two veteran 
river captains, who claimed their 
stern wheelers were the

steamers on the Ohio river, ended 
in a blaze of glory for the Tom 
Greene, crack packet of the Greene 
line, late today when she beat the 
Betsy Ann, former pride of the Mis- 
sissippi, in a thrilling race up nver 
from Fernback to Coney Island. 


The Betsy Ann was not only out- 
classed, but the Tom

skipper and namesake, Capt. Tom 
Greene, scion of a long line of vet- 
eran rivermen, resorted to a bit of 
strategy that put the Betsy Ann in 
the wallow of her waves and had 
her rolling from side to side.

'WASHINGTON, June 28— (UP)— 


Smugglers of liquor into the United 
States from Canada, the West In- 
dies or the high seas are to face a 
more aggressive warfare this sum- 
mer than ever before, treasury offi- 
cials indicated today. 


"While the justice department after 
July 1 will be charged with sup- 
pressing the illicit liquor traffic 
within the borders of the United 
States, the treasury is to continue 
the task of coping with bootleg li- 
quor smuggled into this country. 


A fleet of thirty-three new boats 
is now under construction for the 
coast guard and will be placed in 
service on the Great Lakes as soon 
as they are available in July and 
August to augment the present 
Armada. 


The coast guard is to have sftc, 


and possibly eight trim scouting 
planes which" are expected- to be 
invaluable in spotting liquor smug- 
glers. Banners Demoralized.

to the United States has demora- 
lized rum runners on the Great 
Lakes, Assistant Treasury Secretary 
Lowman said today.

Alden Plans To Issue 


Illustrated Booklet 


On Nebraska. 


The first report of the state de- 


partment of publicity shows con- 
siderable accomplishment, notwith- 
standing the fact the director, J. 
G. Alden, was off duty from Feb. 1 
to May 31. During that period the 
department continued its news serv- 
ke and its office work under the 
assistant, Miss Geraldine Fleming. 


A total of 190 news articles were 


prepared for daily and weekly news- 
papers. About 3,200 of them were 
published according to an incom- 
plete check of the department. A 
dozen feature articles were prepared 
for magazines and out-state publi- 
cations. The director responded to 
ten requests for public addresses on 
Nebraska. 


Requests for information about 


Nebraska reaching the state capitol 
are referred to the publicity depart- 
ment for answer. About 400 such 
letters have received answers. About 
3,000 letters have been written to 
out-state visitors at the state capi- 
tol with the inclosure of a booklet, 
"Pacts About Nebraska." 
The department has had printed 


for distribution 50,000 .copias of a 
book of facts about the state, 10,000 
copies of a booklet on dairying, 10,- 
000 copies of a state map with places 
of interest indicated on it, 10,000 
copies 
of an illustrated 
folder, 
"Know Nebraska." 


In addition to these duties a large 
mass of information about Nebraska 
people and interests have been col- 
lected and filed and a large number 
of Nebraska photographs gathered 
which are used in the work of the 
department and loaned for various 
purposes. 


It is the purpose of the depart- 
ment to issue an illustrated book 
on Nebraska this summer. The de- 
partment is operating under an ap- 
propriation of $20,000 for the bien- 
nium made by the last legislature. 
Grant Half Holiday 


To Store Employes 


In July and August 


Employes of the local Sears, Roe- 
buck and Co. retail store at Tenth

Fair Recovery Scored In 


Closing Days On New 


York Exchange. 


Isolated 
Instances Of 


Business Improvement 


Make Appearance. 


BY w. s. COUSINS. 


NEW YORK, June 28—(L N. S.) 


—Although in the main the general 
index of industrial and commercial 
activity has tended to sag along 
seasonal lines, isolated Instances of 
improvement continue to make their 
appearance. 
The impression 
is 
pradually taking hold in important 
financial quarters that signs of a 
pick-up are becoming more tangible 
in basic fields, 


One of the encouraging develop- 
ments in the past week has been the 
improved showing of the building 
construction industry, the back- 
wardness of which m past months 
has been instrumental in aggavat- 
ing the present recession. For the 
first seventeen days of June, new 
work totaled $19.835.000. as com- 
pared wxth 518,296,000 for the same 
period of last year. This fact takes 
on added significance in that it is 
the first increase shown in 
the 
building line this year. 
The stock market has pursued an 
erratic course over the week just 
passed, with firmness in a number 
of pivotal leaders offset 
by con- 
spicuous weakness in other issues of 
like prominence. Reactionary ten- 
dencies were in evidence in the fore- 
part of the week, with the averages 
sinking into Tiev. low ground) but a 
fair recovery was scored in the clos- 
ing days, bringing the net changes 
for the week slightly on the upside. 


Significant Changes. 


The loan position as shown by 
brokers' borrowings continue to re- 
flect significant 
changes. Three 


weeks of uninterrupted 
decreases 
have reduced-the total to $3,416,- 
000,000. which is within $88.000,000 
of the low point reached last De- 
cember. The contraction for the 
latest reported week -was $371,000,- 
000, and this heavy shrinkage was 
regarded as bavins: resulted largely 
from the recent liquidation in se- 
curities. 


Money continues in plentiful sup- 
ply. Call money rates dropped to 
l1^ per cent during the week, the 
lowest in thirteen years. Bankers' 
acceptances and time money are 
also lower. 
In the steel industry the last week 


of the naif year was marked by a 
continuance of the decline in steel 
output, but this was in line with 
expectations. On the whole, the 
further reduction was rather less 
than had been looked for, and en- 
couragement was derived from a 
gain in structural steel ineruiries. 
The commodity price "situation 
continues to remain one of the most 
disturbing influences toward general 
betterment. The Annalist's com- 
modity price index "shows another 
considerable decline of 2.8 points, 
making a total decline of practical- 
ly 6 per cent m the past three 
weeks. 


Wheat Prices Decline. 


CHICAGO, June 
28 — (INS) — 


Rains in sections of Canada were

Lancaster county taxpayers pay 
only onefifth as much tax money 
for county purposes as do those of 
Douglas county, although having 
half as large a population and a 
greater area, according to a com- 
parison of 1929 figures in the two 
counties contained in the June is- 
sue of the Nebraska Taxpayer, or- 
gan of the Nebraska Taxpayers' as- 
sociation. 


The 
summary of figures was 
made as part of a campaign to se- 
cure economies in the operation of 
public offices in Douglas county. 
Omaha officials were asked to take 
note of the much more economical 
administration of public business in 
this country. 
The figures showed that Lan- 
caster county residents pay only 42 
per cent as much tax per capita as 
do those of Douglas county although 
having a slightly higher assessed 
valuation per capita. 
The tax levy in Douglas county 
is more than twice that of Lancast- 
er county where the county levy is 
one of the lowest in the state The 
Lancaster levy is 1.8 mills while in 
Douglas county the levy is 4 2 mills 
Disbursements in Lancaster county 
per capita are only 78 per cent of 
the per capita Douglas county dis- 
bursements. In addition, Douglas 
county has a bonded debt of 3,950,- 
000 while Lancaster has no bonded 
debt 


Employes Draw Less Here. 
With half the 
population of 
Douglas county, Lancaster spends 
only 35 per cent as much for coun- 
ty employes. The most startling 
contrast between the salary rolls of 
the two counties is shown in the 
administration of the treasurer's of- 
fice. Sixty-one persons axe em- 
ployed by the Douglas county treas- 
urer at an annual expenditure of 
nearly $100,000. 
The 
Lancaster 
county treasurer's office had eleven 
employes at an annual total salary 
of $18,300. 
A substantial difference was also 
shown in the salaries for the dis- 
trict clerks' offices. 
In 
Douglas 
county, the court clerk expended 
nearly $40,000 for twenty-six em- 
ployes while in this .cqunty. eight 
emploves cost the county but slight- 
ly more than $13,000 
The total 
salary expenditure of Douglas coun- 
ty was more than two and one naif, 
times that of Lancaster county. 
In only one office did the salary 
expenditure of Lancaster county 
exceed that of Douglas county. 
That was the county superintend- 
ent's office, where three salaries 
cost Lancaster county $5,235, while 
two salaries in Douglas county cost 
$5,093 44.

Rules of Qridiron Qame Rewritten to Clarify Meaning 


Entire Code Rebuilt 


In Making It Easier 


Understand Statutes 


NEW YOEK, June 28—-In contrast with other years 


when changes often were many and of a far-reaching na- 
ture, the football rules committee has made only minor alter- 
ations -for 1930, largely of a technical nature, to make for 
uniformity and simplicity. Instead of altering the regula- 
tions to an appreciable extent, the committee has rewritten 
the entire code and made an entirely new classification. 


Entire Code Rebuilt. 
The recodified rules governing 
the gamq are published in Spald- 
ing's Official Intercollegiate Foot- 
ball Guide, which has just been 
issued. The plan for recodification 
was proposed some time ago by 
E. K. Hall, chairman of the group, 
and the entire code has now been 
reconstructed. Tbe phraseology em- 
ployed and the arrangement, it is 
hoped, will help in clanging the 
meaning and intent Of the rules. 


Officials, coaches, players and 
writers aided the committee with 
advice in the recodification. An- 
noying cross-references and am- 
biguous wording, which were found 
in the old arrangement of rules, 
have been eliminated. Included in 
the new arrangement are supple- 
mental notes and approved rulints. 
The scope and spirit of the rules 
are clarified in the supplemental 
notes and the application is ex- 
plained in the approved rulings. 
In Logical Sequence. 


The order of rules, as now ar- 
ranged 4s a logical sequence, Rule 
1 dealing with the field, Rule 2 
with the ball, Rule 3 with defini- 
tions, Rule 4 with the conduct of 
the game, and Rule 5 with the 
players. In all there are thirteen 
rules, the last concerning the offir 
cials, then- jurisdiction and duties. 
One of' the rule changes deals 
with backward passes and fumbles 
which go out pf bounds between 
the goal lines. Without exception, 
the ball will belong to the team 
whose player last touched it in the 
field of play or end zone, at the 
point where it crossed the side 
line. 


On huddle and shift plays, the 
pause for players has been made at 
least one second instead of approxi- 
mately one second. In the supple- 
mentary note it is suggested that 
the referee carry a split-second 
watch to see that the shift rule is 
complied with. If a watch is lack- 
ing, it is suggested that the period 
be measured by a rapid count from 
one to SK. 
Referee Final Judge. 


TTnder the 1930 code, the duties of 
officials with respect to fouls are 
made concurrent, with the referee 
> 


acting as the final judge in the 
event of any conflict. In addition, 
on a free kick following a fair catch 
the opponents must stay behind 
their restraining line until the ball 
is kicked. The pressure of the ball 
has been limited to a minimum of 
12^ pounds and a 
maximum of 


pounds. 
In a special note on equipment, 
the committee deprecates the use 
of head protectors or jerseys vhich 
are so similar in color to the ball 
that they give the wearers an un- 
fair and unsportsmanlike advan- 
tage over their opponents. . 
It is suggested that if such head 
protectors are worn, the solid color 
be broken by at least two cross 
stripes of a markedly contrasting 
color at least two inches in width, 
and that the solid color of jerseys 
be broken definitely by stripes or 
numbers of margedly contrasting 
color. The committee, it is stated, 
contemplates making the sugges- 
tions, as to head protectors and jer- 
seys mandatory in the 1931 rules. 
Rules Study Outlined. 


In addition to the recodification 


of the rules, the 
Spalding Guide 
contains an article by Walter R. 
Okeson, Commissioner of Officials, 
Eastern Association for Selection of 
Football Officials, on how to study 
the football rules as they are now 
arranged. 


There is also the wealth of other 
information carried annually in the 
guide, the records of teams, illus- 
trations, statistics, and 
for the coming season.

Split 


From Tee to Careen. 


You have often had in mind the 


picture of the professional at his tee 
shot, and have probably tried to 
copy his style and stance without 
much success. 


See yourself as you look. This 
may help you out of your rut. 
The shaded area of the illustra- 
tion shows where you should have 
stayed to complete the shot, and the 
illustration shows the most common 
error of the beginning golfer. 
When you can keep your head 
still and your feet glued to the 
ground, the intermediate swing, be- 
tween these two points, will form 
your contact with the ball. You will 
hit it and hit hard you may slice 
or hook a bit, but it will be well 
down the fairway. 
To sway, as illustrated, the golfer 
loses the body pivot, and the left 
arm comes around into a kinky po- 
sition, losing the groove of the club- 
head. 
This may be corrected by using the 
right leg as a pivot and letting the 
left leg, at the knee, point in at. the 
ball. The body pivot will take care 
of this action, providing the head is 
helo! still. 
Pin the arm back of the body, 
left and right until you have 
acquired the correct pivot with the 
head and feet perfectly still.

As long: as tliey retain 


their doughnut-like contours, { 
the inner tubes make excellent 
substitutes for river boats, 
the boys found. 


When they conjure them- 


selves into pancakes, that's 
another story. But not such a 
sad .one at that. 


The tube trip, which was on the 
Missouri, instead of under the Hud- 
son, had its beginning in Nebraska 
City and-its dose' in Kansas City. 
Two youths, a half dozen pneu- 
matic tubes, and one 8? cent tin 
tub, holding city clothes, camera, 
cigarettes, and matches, formed the 
crew, the craft, and the luggage of 
the strange undertaking. 


An idle remark was the immedi- 
ate cause of the adventure. Two 
Omaha women teachers 
boated 


down the nver to Kansas City, 
earlier in the spring. To one of 
them, a friend of his, Jack Cave 
said he'd quite as soon go down the 
river on a teibe. as In any 'other 
fashion. 
The masculine boast bad to be 
made good. 
In .Old, Patched Crafts. ' 
Looking about for a companies. 
Jack Cave found Merle Davis, also 
an excellent swimmer and willing 
to take a chance on a tube. Ne- 
braska City was aghast, skeptical, 
or fearful, in the beginning, as 
word of the plans went around, but 
a sporting interest in the romantic- 
ism of the adventure superseded 
some of the more depressing'senti- 
ments of the first days. 


The old doubtful feelings werent 


quite lost. They continued until the 
boys had slipped into the water, and 
pushing their tubes before them, 
left the brick yards at 10:45 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, June 18. A 
large group stood on the bank tell- 
ing bright tales of eddies, whirl 
pools, the effect of deflated tubes 
on tubs, and snags, wishing, mean- 
while, that they miuht do some- 
thing a b« different! even though 
it be not quite so unique as float- 
ing down the temperamental Mis- 
souri on a rubber round. 


The youths looked at their fuH. 
fat tubes, and were satisfied. They 
had intended to go down on truck 
inners. but none was available, and 
Ohey contented themselves with or- 
dinary balloon tubes, picked up the 
night before in a garage. The tabes 
for the crew would probably fJS on 
a Dodge motor car. They were old, 
patched, and not guaranteed sea 
worthy, as manufsctaitrs haven 1 
found that seaerally necessary fox 
tires. The tub had Ford tubes for 
its boat.

, half days of their absence, the boys 
I spent 34 hours in the water. 
Not So Balmy. 
The second of their minor catas- 
trophes occurred when, striking 
bottom near a sand bar, their tub 
shipped water, and their clothes 
were dampened. They spent an 
hour on the sand bar near Mmers- 
ville to get warm, as the sun had 
gone under, the breeze had fresh- 
ende, and the water was cold. Jack 
went swimming in February, so he 
is used to cold water, but to stay 
in for a few minutes and to spend 
a day in the chilly deep are dif- 
ferent affairs. 
Floating on down to Barney, the 


two swam to main land, where they 
bought eggs, bread, and a can for 
cooking, from a farmer's wife. They 
carried their purchases across the 
water to cook luncheon on a sand 
bar. 


With the brims of their sailor 
caps pulled down to protect their 
eyes, they drifted toward Peru, car- 
ried by the strong river current. 
Paddling some -to keep warm or to 
get through a svdden eddy, sitting 
comfortably within, the tube, "just 
as comfortable as I am on this 
davenport," according to 
Jack, 


drifting from side to side, or round 
and rt-rnd, the boys spent an easy 
afternoon, admiring the scenery. 


Dock For Repairs. 
For the last five miles., of the 


trip, they had to wriggle along, as 
the water was so shallow, but early 
evening took them to two and one- 
half miles outside Peru. Jack and 
Merle, the latter carrying half of 
his boat, which had lost a patch 
and gone flat, walked into Peru to 
spend the night. They spent Wed- 
nesday 'and Thursday nights there, 
as Thursday's rain prevented em- 
barking. Asking to sleep in the jail 
the second night, the chief of po- 
lice refused their- request, but in- 
vited them to his house. He hos- 
pitably took to the floor, and gave 
his guests the bed. Their hotel had 
been a box car the first night. 


Riding ou1 to the river Friday 
morning, they took off about 9 
o'clock, and went to the Missouri 
side of the river near Brownville. 
Noon brought them to a sand bar. 
where they had their luncheon of 
bologna and buns, brought from 
Peru. Merle suffered another flat 
tire, and while be was fndng»it. the 
tub took its permanent departure, 
floating down the Missouri en a 
tour of its own. The contents were 
saved, the boys had their clothes 
on for warmth, and had unpacked 
the camera and incidental luggage. 
From that time on, the boys were 
not tied together.

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NEW BISHOP WILL 


,£ KUCERA- WHO COMES TO 


the Rev. Louis B. 


Kucera is installed as 


bishop of Lincoln, he will be 
the fifth to serve in a diocese 
erected forty-seven years ago. 
Rt. Rev. Thomas Bonacum, 
Rt. Rev. J. Henry Tihen, Rt. 
Rev. C. J. O'Reilly, arid Rt. 
Rev. Francis J. Beckman have 
preceded him. The new bishop, 
Bishop Tihen, and Bishop 
Beckman were native born, 
Bishop Bonacum had Ireland 
as his birth place, and Bishop 
O'Reilly came from 
New 


Brunswick. 
I 


Beginning in July, 1861, the 


Rev. Emmanuel Hartig, 0. S. 
B., of Nebraska City admin 
istered to the spiritual need 
of all Catholics in the South 
Platte country for a number 
of years. In September, 1869 
the first resident priest came 
to Lincoln. 


Because of the Increase In com 
municants to this part of Nebraska 
Rt. Rev. James O'Connor, Bishop 
of Omaha, in 1884 petitioned the 
bishops of the Third Plenary coun- 
cil of Baltimore to erect the South 
Platte territory Into an independ- 
ent diocese. The See was to be a 
Lincoln. 
Father Bonscum First Bishop. 
Father Bonacum, having been ap- 


• pointed one of the theologians to 
the council and attracting the at- 
tention of the members, was unani- 
mously named the tost bishop of

the new See of Belleville, in south- 
em Illinois. The erection of the See 
was postponed, and as the Episco- 
pal See of Lincoln was erected 
three years later, Father Bonacum 
was appointed by Rome as the first 
bishop. He was consecrated In St. 
John's church in St. Louis, No- 
vember 30, 1887, and took formal 
charge of his diocese December 21. 
Bishop Bonacum served the Lincoln 
diocese longest of any incumbent, 
having remained here until his 
death, February 4, 1911. 
Bishop Bonacnm was born near 
Thurles, County Tlpperary, Ire., 
January, 22, 1847. 
His parents 


brought him as a small child to St. 
Louis, where he studied at Chris- 
tian brothers' college. Following a 
classical course in the Provincial 
Theological Beminary of St. Fran- 
cis at Milwaukee, he entered the 
school of the Lazarist fathers, St. 
Vincent's college, at Cape Girar- 
deau, Mo., from 
which he was 
graduated with distinction. 
Interested in advanced education, 
he studied at the University of 
Wurzburg in Bavaria. He was or- 
dained to "the priesthood June 18, 


1870, In St. Louis, and took up a 
missionary career. 


The man who has been appoint- 
ed the fifth Roman Catholic bishop 
of Lincoln is but a trifle older than 
;he first bishop at the time of his 
installation. Father Kucera is 
forty-one and the first incumbent 
was but a year younger. 


Born In Minnesota. • 
Father Kucera was born In Rice 
ounty, Minnesota, August 24, 1888, 
he son of John and Mary (Skluza- 
ek) Kucera. After attending coun- 
try school in Le Sueur county, he 
ntered St. John's university high, 
chool, Collegeville, Minn., in 1903. 
!"wo years later, he enrolled as a 
udent at St. Thomas college In St. 
'aul Minn., and graduated in 1909 
3ie following six years, Father Ku- 
era spent at St. Paul Theological 
eminary, and was ordained by 
•tost Rev. John Ireland, archblsh- 
p of St. Paul, June 8, 1915.

Another sister, Ven. Sr. M. Cecile, 
O. S. B., died May 12, 1925. One 
brother, the Rev. Stepehen J. Ku- 
cera, Is pastor of the church at 
Prairieburg, la., and another is a 
student at Creighton Medical col- 
lege in Omaha. Three brothers, 
Edward, Adolf, and Andrew, are 
farmers In Le Sueur and Rice 
counties, Minn. 


Elected Domestic Prelate. 


Monsignor Tihen, who succeeded 
Bishop Bonacum, was born 
at 
Oldenburg, Ind., July 
14, 1861. 


When he was a child his parents 
removed to Jefferson City, Mo, 
where he attended parochial 
schools. Following his high school 
course, he entered St. Benedict's 
college at Atchison. Kas., graduat-

ing in 1882. His ecclesiastical su- 
periors sent him to the Provincial 
Theological seminary in Milwaukee, 
for study in the sacred sciences. He 
was ordained as priest April 26, 
1888. 


After several years as parish 
priest, Father Tihen was appointed 
chancellor of the diocese- of Wichi- 
ta, Kas., where he remained until 
his appointment as bishop of Lin- 
coln. He was successively chosen 
as rector of the pro-cathedral of 
St. Francis and vicar general of the 
diocese. In 1907, he was elected 
domestic prelate of the papal House- 
hold of Pope Pius X, with the title 
of monsignor. 


Pope Pius appointed Monsignor 
Tihen bishop of Lincoln May 12, 
1911, and he was consecrated in 
Wichita In St. Francis pro-cathe- 
dral. The Installat on ceremonies 
in the Lincoln diocese were held 
July 19, 1911 in St. Theresa's pro- 
cathedral. December 8, 1911, Bishop 
Tihen dedicated the new cathedral 
of St. Mary, Fourteenth and K 
Streets. 


When the See of Lincoln became 
vacant in 1918 through the trans 


fer of Bishop Tihen to the Denver 
diocese, Bishop O'Reilly came from 
the west as the new Incumbent. He 
was installed at the Lincoln cathe- 
dral, June 25, 1918. 


new incumbent, 


The third bishop of-Lincoln was 
born in St. John's, New Brunswick, 
in 1860, and died in Lincoln Sun- 
day. February 4, 1923. He had his 
classical education at St. John's 


college, Memramcook, where he 
took his master's degree. In the 
early '80s, he went to Portland, 
Ore., as professor at the Catholic 
college. 


Determined to study 1'or th 


priesthood, he entered the Grant 
seminary at Montreal, making hi 
philosophical and theological course 
Ho was ordained In Portland, June 
29, 1890, serving various parishes in 
and near Portland. 


, In 1903, Father O'Reilly was se- 


lected by the pope to bexiome the 
first bishop of Baker City, the See 
of a newly erected diocese Compris- 
ing all of eastern Oregon. When 
the See of Lincoln became vacant 
fifteen years later. Bishop O'Reilly 
was promoted to the larger diocese. 


The See at Lincoln has had no' 
incumbent for the last six weeks, 
following the departure of Bishop 
Beckman for Dubuque, where he 
was installed as fourth archbishop 
and sixth bishop of the Cahollc See 
of Dubuque, Wednesday, May 7. He 
is Metropolitan over eight dioceses, 
at Dubuque, Davenport, Des Motnes 
and Sioux City, la, Omaha, Lin- 
coln, and Grand Island, Neb., and 
Cheyenne, Wyo. 


Archbishop Beckman was edu- 
cated at Mt. St. Mary's seminary, 
Norwood, O., and later spent four 
years at Louvain in Belglu, and 
the Gregorian university in Rome, 
where he took his doctorate of the- 
ology. 
He returned to Mt. St. 


Mary's as rector or president, and 
taught philosophy, theology, and 
canon law, for ten years. When the 
Vatican announcement of his ap- 
pointment as bishop of Lincoln was 
made December 27, 1923, he 
had 


been made a Monsignor in Cincin- 
nati. 


The fourth bishop of Lincoln was 
consecrated May 1, 1924, and in- 
stalled at the cathedral by Arch- 
bishop Keane of Dubuque, May 15,; 
1924 
While in Lincoln. Bishop' 
Beckman was named papal count 
and assistant at the papal throne. 
He also celebrated the twenty-fiftV 
anniversary of his ordination as £ 
priest June 20, 1927, in Lincoln 
Bishop Beckman, in 1918, organized 
the Catholic Students Mission cru- 
sade, which had a membership oi 
500,000, and which was continued 
under his supervision as txecutive 
chairman.

a member of the Lincoln fire de- 
partment. 


Coming to Lincoln tc lire on the 
evening of the famous burning of 
the Bohanan stables, forty years 
ago last month, Mr. Stover played 
an active role In the city's fire 
protection 
until his retirement 
from tfee department in 1913 when 
the only motorized equipment wss 
the chiefs car. 


It was the evening of the Bo- 
hanan fire when Delmar Stover, 
then a young man, drove Into the 
stables to leave the team of the 
man on whose farm he had been 
employed. Stover had decided to 
leave the farm to live In Lincoln. 
That night Uncoln saw the only 
Maze in the history of Its fire 
department In which firemen were 
kiUed while actively engaged in 


department quickly responded. The 
firemen soon had several strRams 
of water playing on the flames and 
also a stream from one of the 
chemicals. 


"The flames were Issuing from 
tfae n»f in the rear^md of the 
building 
when 
discovered. 
For 
about a quarter of an hour It ap- 
peared that the fire was under 
control. Such was not the case, 
however, as was soon manifest 
The blaze was confined to the rear 
of the iiaymow, which contained 
between fifty and sixty tonjTof 
baled hay. The flames spread all 
over the hay and it soon became 
evident that it was a stubborn 
fire.

One .fire at the penitentiary was 
recalled by Mr. Stover. He was at 
that time captain of engine house 
No. 2. His equipment made the lonjr 
run down Fourteenth street to the 
penitentiary. He said he -had to 
caution his driver to hold the horses 
back but even then they took the 
long stretch at a fast gallop. 
Despite the distance they had 
traveled, he said that when they 
came over the last hffl and saw the 
smoke, they picked up speed and

difficulties and unpleasant experi- 
ences. Mr. stover went to both of 
the fires at the old normal schools 
a$ Normal. -At one of these his 
equipment became stuck

snow and he had to rout a fanner 
out of bed to get a team to help get 
the cart out The most unpleasant 
experience recalled by Mr. Stover 
was a downtown blase with the 
thermometer well below zero. When 
water struck the firemen's clothes, 
it would freeze in a solid sheet; he 
said. Frozen clothes would freeze to 
the ladder, making'it necesssry to 
cut the men {pose. 


Fire at the Brownell building came 
most nearly causing Mr. Stover se- 
rious injury. Twice he was carried 
from the building overcome b» 
smoke during the fire. Thelirlt 
tame, he was walked up aad down 
the street by fellow firemea. As he 
oegan to revive, a woman la a res- 
taurant across the street from the 
fire, brought him a cup of coffee 
while he sat oa the curb in front of 
tier cafe.

As fruit 
of his cogitation he offers the fol- 
lowing timely advice to Nebraskans 
who indulge in the universal sport 
of swimming. 


"If every swimmer would spend 
a few hours of his or her spare 
time every summer learning the 
rudimentary methods of rescuing a 
drowning person, and woult prac- 
tice common - sense precautions 
against accidents and cramps in 
swimming, the number of deaths by 
drowning would be cut down mat- 
erially. Cramps are one of the first 
things to be guarded against. 


Wait Two Hours. 


"To avoid stomach cramps, never 
swim until at least two hours after 
meals. Swimming after a meal is 
responsible for cramps, which are 
the cause of many a battier becom-

Know Where You Dive. 


"Long distance swimming should 
not be undertaken unless you are 
acarapanled by a boat. The boat 
should be manned by two people, 
one to row and the other to observe 
he swimnrr. and be ready to assist 
him If necessary. 


"Accidents while diving are re- 
sponsibte for many fatalities each 
year. One should always keep in 
mind that it is danperous to dive 
into unknown waters. Enter the 
water first, and determine the 
depth, also the condition of the 
place where you intend diving. Be 
on your guard for sunken trees. 
wreckage, and the like. Where a 
rmtaber of persons are diving, one 
should not enter the water anta the 
one who dived before him has come 
up and is out of the way."

NATURAL GAS. 


In a year when stagnation and depression has af- 


fected many lines of business and industry, the phe- 
nomenal expansion in the long distance pipe lice 
transportation of natural gas will be recorded as the 
year's most noteworthy achievement, ths June issue 
of Trade Winds, a publication by the Union Trust 
company of Cleveland declares. 


"Regarded only a few years ago as virtually mori- 


bund, the natural gas industry, sided by modern sci- 
ence, has had an astounding rebirth. So far reaching 
are the projects now on foot, and so recent the whole 
development, that its full significance is not generally 
recognized. Its influence upon the immediate busi- 
ness situation already is being felt in the heavy de- 
mand for steel pipe and pipe line equipment. Com- 
ing at a time of industrial depression, this activity 
gives promise of being one of the forces which may 
help reverse the downward swing of the 
business 


cycle."

- If there are people in Lincoln who have doubts 
about the part which natural gas is to play in the 
rapidly shifting and changing industrial and business 
conditions in America, they should read and re-read 
that paragraph. In,no less a degree than the auto- 
mobile and the radio wrote glowing, colorful anc 
brilliant pages in the history of American industry, 
providing employment for millions of men and wom- 
en, adding greatly to the wealth and strength of the 
nation, natural gas is likewise destined to fill a splen- 
(did chapter in the book of Progress. With <it comes 
the promise of more efficient and economical manu- 
facturing, and in its application to the heating of 
millions of homes there is the hope of savings and 
added convenience and comfort for their owners. 
• • • 


So quickly and so quietly has the expansion of na- 


tural gas gone forward that the great mass of Ameri- 
can people do not realize its growth. Already 80,000 
miles of natural gas pipe lines have been laid 
throughout the country, and it is estimated that fully 
$250,000,000, an increase of over 12 per cent, will be 
invested in additional pipe lines during 1930 alone. 


According to "Trade Winds," the consumption of 


natural gas increased from 662 billion cubic feet by 
2,651,904 consumers in 1921 to an estimated 1 trillion, 
900 million cubic feet by approximately 4,500,0*00 con- 
sumers in 1929. Over the same period the value of 
the output has increased from $174,617,000 to nearly 
$450,000,000. The greatest growth of natural gas oc- 
curred in 1929. Gross operating revenue from the In- 
dustry grew from $364,000,000 in 1928 to approximately 
$450,000,000 in 1929, an increase of 23.6 per cent while 
volume of production showed a 15 per cent increase. 
During the same year the use of natural gas for in- 
dustrial purposes increased 12 per cent and for house.- 
hold heating, 50 per cent. 


The review goes on to say: 
"It is estimated that eventually most cities and 


towns of 10,000 population and over ip at least thirty- 
six states, embracing a total population of 47,000,000, 
are to be served with naural gas."

That has a definite 
significance to the Corn Belt states. The increase 
In the use of natural gas for industrial purposes re- 
flects its advantages for that purpose. It has been 
established beyond question that manufacturing can 
utilize it to the greatest advantage and the shift of 
the great industrial plants from New England to 
other regions is to no small degree due to the pres- 
ence of'a cheap and ashless fuel of high heat value 
such as natural gas in these new industrial locations. 


The Lincoln city 
commission 
demonstrated its 


sagacity and foresight in losing no time in drafting 
and passing an ordinance providing for the use of 
natural gas in this community. Every precaution 
was taken to safeguard and protect the public in the 
matter of rates. The citisens of Lincoln should lose 
no time in approving the work of their public offi- 
cials. The expansion of the natural gas industry is 
being recorded so rapidly that no progressive, wide- 
awake community can afford to be without it 
It 


has passed beyond the experimental stage. Its influ- 
ence and its value in shaping and moulding the in- 
dustrial and business growth of America have been 
established beyond question. But like every great in- 
novatior in American life it has had to meet its 
challenges and its doubters. In the pioneer days of 
Nebraska there were men who scornfully shut their 
eyes to the lull significance of the advent ot the rail- 
road. They lived to regret deeply their lack of fore- 
sight Likewise the sutomobSc ted the radio, new 
and revolutionary as they were, met the same obsta- 
cle^ It would be a wretched piece of folly if Lin- 
cola were TO ignore the great and admitted advan- 
tages of natural gas. 


THE COST OF VARIETV. 


The proposal made a few days ago by the members 


of the National Upholstery Textile association, to 
provide two closed seasons of from six to eight weeks 
each year, during which no new patterns shall be 
produced, is "significant of the trend in American 
Industry during recent years to reduce the number 
of models and styles c£ manufactured articles, there- 
by eliminating a tiemendous amount" of waste. 


It has been this tendency that has enabled mass 


production to go forward at such a rapid pace, there- 
by making it possible for the manufacturers of the 
United States to outdistance competition in other 
countries, notwithstanding the vast difference in the 
wages paid "to operatives here and abroad. The 
United States bureau of standards has aided to a 
very great extent in this movement, but the heads 
of the great industrial establishments have been 
fully alive to its importance and the enormous sav- 
ing which it has made possible. 


Excessive variety in styles, models and sizes results 


in loss to everyone who handles a manufactured ar- 
ticle. In the first place, different machines or ad- 
justments are required in the production, and this 
costs money, and hi the next place the manufacturer, 
the jobber and the retailer must of necessity carry 
larger stocks, which implies the payment of interest 
on capital. But the greatest loss, perhaps, is that 
resulting from the piling up nf stcck wliicrl cannot 
be sold, sr which must be dumped at a great sacrifice. 


An Englishman visiting: America not so long ago 


objected strenuously to our tendency to standardiza- 
tion, and was certain that it would never become 
popular in his country. He said that it would have 
the effect of dulling the artistic sense, and talked 
at length on the beauties and the charm of individ- 
uality. And what he said was to a certain extent true. 


There will always be large numbers of people who 


want distinctive things and individual styles. " They 
don't want "something that everybody else has." 
It 


is gratifying to know that most such people are able 
to pay for exclusive styles and that the cost makes 
little difference to them. Manufacturers will always 
be ready to cater to such customers, but if the general 
plan of standardization reaches the point it is now 
indicated it will reach, those who desire distinctive 
styles and patterns will have to pay greatly en- 
hanced prices. 


It is not believed by anyone. that standardization 


will ever go to the extent of requiring that everyone 
wear the same sort of clothing, or buy the same sort 
of furniture, or that there will be even a near ap- 
proach. But in the future, varieties ihv all lines will 
be greatly circumscribed, and prices thereby reduced, • 
while those who want exclusive styles and patterns 
will be able to get them, but .will pay much more for 
them.

Dr. Lulu Hunt Peters, whose sudden death was re- 


corded Saturday, occupied an unusual role. She was 
a pioneer in what became a fad among American 
women when the .exacting requirements of a style 
which embraced short skirts, and a silhouette figure 
became the order of the day. But Lulu Hunt Peters 
was never a faddist. Her gospel of dieting had a 
more substantial foundation than the more transi- 
wry matters of style and beauty. She believed that 
:he foundations of good health rested upon freedom 
from fattiness, inertia and overdulgence in rich and 
heavy foods.

She was amazingly successful and had a remark- 


able following because of her sanity and moderation. 
She did not starve people to take off poundage, she 
did not reduce their vigor and strength by ill-advised 
periods of enforced rigorous abstinence from the' food 
necessary to health and happiness. On the contrary- 
she warned against drastic attempts to take off fat 
and pointed out that the well ordered program to 
bring one's self to the proper weight had to be based 
upon commonsense. 


If Dr. Peters had the figures of the number of 


American women who consulted' her with reference 
o dieting, she never made them public. They ran 
into the hundreds of thousands. From every section 
of the country came mail, touching not only upon 
diet but other matters of health. It required a large 
office force to handle the mail which Dr. Peters re- 
ceived and to send out,the information in answer 
xi queries. Her department has appeared for a num- 
Jer of years in The Lincoln Star and in a single week 
as many as a hundred questions have been'addressed 
o Dr. Peters by the readers of this newspaper. 
It was a singular career which she had, ineloquent 
estimony of the great strides which America has 
made. The era of the covered wagon and the sod- 
house in the plains country leaves no monument to 


dietician.

The coast of East Greenland 


which Captain Bartlett with a sci- 
entific party will explore this Sum- 
mer, is not so familiar to him as 
the west coast.' He knows the latter 
as probably no other man does. It 
is said that the archaeologists will 
make a search in the neighborhood 
of 70 degrees North, where Captain 
D. Clavering reported a tribe of 
Eskimos. This was In 1823, when, as 
commander of the Griper, he made 
pendulum observations and pushed 
through the ice beyond 75 degrees, 
far above -Scoresby Land, which 
was discovered and -named the year 
before. 


More than forty years later, Kol- 
dewey and- Payer, of a German ex- 
pedition, made Latitude 77, and 
named , a cape 
after Bismarck. 
Nearly as long a time was to elapse 
before the Mylius Erichsen expedi- 
tion traversed the coast from Cape 
Bismarck to Cape Bridgman, in ter- 
ritory discovered by Peary. There 
seems to be_no record of Eskimo 
settlement so far "north. Herring, 
fromVhose Danish traditions Knud 
Basmussen compiled much of "The 
People of the polar North," In a 
preface to that book speaks of the 
East Greenlanders as "formerly the 
Inhabitants of the southeast coast " 
and says that it "is now quite d»- 
serted, except for the area of Ang- 
rqagsalik."

Life's a Funny Proposition. 
Houston Post Dispatch.) 
The chief interest of mankind has 
ever been—lifer-and one of 
the 
major interests' of science today is 
that of preserving and prolonging 
life. What are the fruits, of these 
scientific labors? What have they 
accomplished thus far, and what 
are the prospects for the future? 
Louis I. Dublin, a deep student of 
the subject, presents ari absorbing 
and illuminating survey of the sit- 
uation in an article m the current 
issue of Harper's Magazine. To be- 
gin, he says that the so-called life 
expectancy of life in the ancient 
roman empire was a little more 
than twenty years; that Halley, the 
English astronomer, calculated the 
life expectancy of A Silesian town 
In 1690 was thirty-three and one- 
half years. In New England at the 
beginning of the eighteenth century 
the expectation of life was just 
over forty years, and now, the ex- 
ctation of life in the 
United 
ates is about fifty-nine years. 
These extensions are due to the 
stamping out of disease, better liv- 
ing: conditions, 
and - sanitation. 


However, the Increases in the life 
average have been made largely on 
the first end of life, through saving 
the babies. The actual span of hu- 
man life, beyond, say, forty years, 
has been lengthened very little. 
Each life saved from the diseases of 
early years means one more ex- 
posed to the illness of old age. But 
how can old age be extended? Care 
of the health will help, of course, 
but no magfc key to the mystery of 
senescence has been discovered. 
When the human body has lived 
its allotted number of years, which 
in comparatively few instances is 
more than three-score and ten, it Is 
ready to cease, and that's all there 
is to it. Which, after all, the au- 
thor wisely concludes, is the best 
thing that could happen. 


When Skirts Were Skirts. 
(Harpar's Bazaar.) 
The new -long skirts, however 


much controversy they have aroused, 
are mere wisps of material when 
compared with some that engulfed 
the 
modern girl's great-grand- 
mother.
